year, at about which time the var 
ous parliaments will be considerin 
the protocol itself. A French spoken 
man expressed the opinion today thu 
the conference could not be convenei 
before the autumn of 1925. Such 
delay, it is pointed out, would afforc 
more time for the necessary ratifi 
cation.

President Ban Johnson, of the Am­ 
erican League, as tlie result of the 
scandal involving Jimmy O’Connell, 
Giant outfielder, expelled from the 
game after confessing that he had 
offered a $5011 bribe to Heine Sand, 
Philadelphia infielder, to throw lust 
.Saturday’s 
game. 
Cozy 
Dolan, 
Giant eoach, also was expelled as 
a result of the Giant outfielder's 
confession. 
President Johnson declaring that 
baseball is the national game, said 
last night th at it must be protected 
by the government and that the pre­ 
sent situation may represent a point 
of “covering up” which he said, the 
American league would not condone 
or accept. 
Guilty Ones Must Suffer 
“ I will insist upon an investiga­ 
tion by the federal judiciary so that 
we may know all the facts 
and 
bring to the surface the individuals 
who have been guilty of this great 
misconduct and are a positive men­ 
ace to the integrity of baseball,” 
President Johnson said. 
The American 
league 
executive 
declared that in view of published 
statem ents that the 
world 
series 
between the Giants and W ashington 
should have been 
immediately 
de­ 
clared off. 
He said that from all 
accounts it would appear “th at the 
American lea;gue had been handed 
a champiotyhip club to compete with 
which is tainted in all things that 
it represents.” 


Johnson Not Notified. 
Presidenc Johnson revealed 
th at 
Commissioner Landis, whose inves­ 
tigation of the attempted 
bribery 
resulted in O’Connell’s and Dolan’s 
expulsion, had not advised him of 
any of the developments nor com­ 
municated with him in regard to the 
scandal, although Johnson together 
with President Heydler of the Na­ 
tional league and Landis form the 
baseball advisory board. 
“It is unfortunate that we should 
be confronted with these conditions 
on the threshold of a world’s ser­ 
ies," President Johnson said.

Chicago, Oct. 3. — (By the 
A. P.)—Sensational fresh es­ 
timates of world shortage of 
breadstuffs sent wheat and 
all other grains whirling up­ 
ward anew today. 
According to unofficial fig­ 
ures, which were current, the 
world supply of wheat on Oc­ 
tober 1, totalled only 3,056,­ 
000,000 bushel.s as against 
3,430,000,000 on the same 
date in 1923. 
Under such circumstances 
general 
buying of 
wheat 
started today with a rush, 
foreigners taking hold freely 
and all the grain market ad­ 
vancing, in numerous instan­ 
ces to new top prices for the 
season. 
Wheat started 3-8 
to 2 1-8 cents higher, Decem­ 
ber $1.47 to 1-4 and May 
$1.51 3-4 to $1 52 1-2. After 
a decided further bulge the 
market suffered a sharp set­ 
back. 
Oats and corn went up ■with 
wheat, corn opening 5-8 to 
1 1-4 cents higher, December 
$1.13 3-4 to $1.14. Sharp ad­ 
ditional gains were witnessed 
and then a material setback. 
Oats started 3-8 to 1-8 
cents higher, December 58 to 
59 1-2 and after advancing a 
little more fell back to mini­ 
mum initial figures. 
Hog prices rose to the 
highest level this year and 
carried provisions rapidly up­ 
grade.

J u s t be­ 
fore I had left N airobi 1 had had the | 
m isfortune to g et a bad spill while 
riding a strange horse. 
He bolted 
w ith me, w ith the bit betw een his 
teeth, ju st us I was m ounting, and 
before I was properly in the saddle. 
Before I could stop him, we had ta k ­ 
en a wild gallop across country, and 
had struck a fivc-strand w ire fence 
a t full speed ju s t a fte r jum ping an 
open ditch. 
We had both tu rn ed two eoiiiplcte 
som ci'suults over the feoee, and had 
been stunned 
for a few 
moments. 
The horse hud fallen on top of me. 
I was badly shaken, but wa.s lucky 
not to be seriously injured. The day 
a fte r my arriv al a t Entebbe 
w ith 
Roosevelt, a 
strange 
and 
painful 
sw elling had afipeared near my groin. 
It caused me g re a t 
suffering 
and 
piade it d iffic u lt to walk. 
But, de­ 
spite the stro n g advice of my doc­ 
tor, I had determ ined to go through 
w ith the trip and not tu rn back at 
th is in terestin g stage. 
As by now I found it was too pain­ 
ful to attem p t to walk or ride my 
bicycle, I arranged fo r a niacliila— 
which is a hammock slung on n pole, 
and carried liy four p o rters on their 
shoulders.
